tances of the Inauguration of George 
X Olds as president of Amherst col- 
ege last Friday were perhaps par- 
ticularly Impressive In view of the 
situation which' had preceded the oc- 
casion. President Meilclejo-hn's reslg 
nation In June, 1923, although clearly 
a result of defects In his aAralnistirA- 
tion of the college, had been madft In 
many quarters a. basis of controversy- 
over the question whether a board of 
trustees should exercise the power 
of overriding the policies of-an ex- 
isting 
college 
president. It 
was 


thought at tho time, even by those 
who were most convinced that tho 
resignation of Dr. Melklejohn was 
necessary, .that 
the 
misunderstand- 


ings which would 
inevitably sur- 


round the Incident might seriously 
affect the progress of the college for 
at least the two or three following 
years. 
( 


No such result ensued. On the con- 


trary, despite, the widespread idea 
that tlie undergraduate support of 
President Meiklejolm would lead to 
a decrease in student membership, the 
number, of students who failed to 
return to Amherst in the ensuing 
term was considerably less than the 
number of "new students who. applied 
for admission even 
to the. upper 


classes. The selection of Dean Ol'ds 
as the new president turned out to 
be tire happiest possible solution of 
ill such difficultly as existed. As a 
complete solution, It was handicapped 
by the fact that Dr. Melklejohn was 
technically retained In office for an- 
other year, with leave of absence 
under full salary. That year.having 
now expired, Dr. Olds undertook on 
Friday the full responsibility of the 
office. It appears that the demon- 
stVatlon of the very large number of 
alumni and undergraduates who at- 
tended the Induction formalities last 
Friday .was marked by exceptional 
loyalty nnd enthusiasm.
